MANI4 TO THE PEOPLE OF SWEDEN. , 


His Royal Highness the Duke of Sudermauia deems it right, 
and conformable to the duties of his high station, publicly to 
Ixy before the Swedish People the motives and causes which 
produced the important change that has lately taken place in 
the Government of the Coantry.—The archives of the State 
¢nitain a great varicty of documents, which will proye the 
necessity of that measure, both to the present age and posterity. 

For this long time past here, the public opinion condemned | 
a system of warfare whiclrso little suits a country, the com- 
mercial conceras‘vf which claim that neutratity which her for- | 
tunate geographical situation seems to secure. As early as | 
1805, Sweden, jeined by other Powers, eutered into a war with 
France, which from local circamstauces was then, however, 
confined to the loss of her trade with nearly all the States of 
Europe, a toss which, although not to be compared with that 
she has since sustained, was yet of great moment. Soon after, 
differences with Prussia arose, which, however, were not at- 
tended with consequences equally important, Inthe year 1807, 
the share which Sweden took in the coalition against France 
became momentous, and its influence on the dearest interests of 
the country more detrimental... Swedish Pomerania was occu- 
pied by foreign troops, and Stralsund besieged, yet one pro- 
spect of more fortunate times remained.—A Continental Peace 
was on the point of being concluded in Tilsit, and Sweden in- 
vited to form one of the coutracting parties, Sweden refused, 
and in comequeuce of this refusal she was compelled to fight 
Frasice and her numerous allies single-handed on the Contiuent 
of Europe, aud the Siege of Stratsund was carried on with in- 
creased vigour ; evea during that siege, nay after the conclusion 
of the Convention, which stipulated the evicdation of Pome- 
rania and Rugen by Our troops, offers of peace were made by 
the enemy and rejected, and the German possessions of Sweden, 
the last remains of the conquests of Gustavus the Gréat, were 
lost. Sweden had, however, to sustain losses still more severe. 
The winter of 1807, and the following yeur, serious apprehen- 
sions arose of an impending rupture with our neighbours, botn | 
onthe East and West of the Empire.

of St, Bernarda de San Claudio, when Don Beraardo Gonca- 
les with S2 Spaniards attacked them, took manv horses with 
pillage, and only 16 of the enemy escaped. On the 9th, 10th, 
and Lith inst, the French attacked the peasants of Deza and’ 
Trasdeza, sustained by those of Banvs and Tabeiros, and were 
obliged to retreat with the loss of 114 meu and an officer, 

The appearance of his Majesty's ship has very much grati- 
fied the Spaniards, who are incessant in their praise and grati- 
tude to the British Government, On my coming to this place 
ou the 11th inst. [left the Plover at Marin, the French being
